TOWN  WARRANT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Tovzn  of  Rye,  in  the  County 

of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 

Tov7n    affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Rye  Elementary  School 

in  said  Rye  on  Tuesday  the  thirteenth  (13th)  of  March,  next,  at 

nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  vote  by  ballot  on  the  follov/ing 
subjects : 

ARTICLE  1 .   To  choose  a  Selectman  for  the  ensuing  three  years;  a 
Selectm.an  for  the  ensuing  one  year;  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing 
two  years;  tv7o  Budget  Committee  Members  for  the  ensuing  three 
years;  tv/o  Budget  Comm.ittee  Members  for  the  ensuing  year;  a 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  the  ensuing  three  years;  a  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  the  ensuing  two  years;  a  Library  Trustee  for  the 
ensuing  three  years ;  a  Library  Trustee  for  the  ensuing  tv;o  years ; 
a  Cemetery  Trustee  for  the  ensuing  three  years;  and  a  Supervisor 
of  the  Checklist  for  the  ensuing  six  years. 

Article  2.   To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  Rye  School 
District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure  adopted  by 
said  District  at  its  March  1952  annual  meeting. 

Article  3.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Tov/n  of  Rye 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Rye  Planning  Board,  to  'vit: 

Amendment  1.   To  delete  Section  III   J.  and  substitute 
v;ith  the  following:   A  property  owner  in  any  Residential  District 
is  permitted  to  make  interior  changes  to  existing  buildings  on  his 
property  and  to  construct  additions  thereto  for  residential  use  by 
members  of  his  family.   The  changes  and  construction  of  such  addi- 
tions shall  comply  with  all  other  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  and 
Building  Code? 

[The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  change  the  so  called  "in-law 
and  caretakers  apartment"  provision  adopted  on  voter  petition  last 
year,  so  as  to  abolish  the  right  to  have  caretaker  units  and  to 
require  family  units  to  meet  all  requirements  governing  new  home 
construction. ] 

Am.endment  2.   To  replace  the  word  "size"  with  "dimensions"  in 
Section  XIII,  A2  relative  to  the  replacement  of  non-conforming 
buildings? 

[The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  prohibit  the  interpretation  of 
"size"  as  cubic  footage  and  to  make  it  clear  that  in  replacing  a 
demolished  building  on  a  non-conforming  lot,  the  nev7  structure 
must  be  a  replica  of  the  original  building.] 

Amendment  3.   To  change  Rye's  building  height  limit  from  "2| 
stories  or  35  feet"  to  "35  feet"? 

[The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  recognize  the  modern  architec- 
tural design  is  often  different  from  traditional  and  v/ill  allov; 
greater  leaway  in  internal  design  v.'hile  keeping  the  height 


restriction  the  sane.] 

Amendment  4.   To  change  the  vjord  "shall"  in  Section  XII   C  to 
"may",  which  v/ould  give  the  Board  of  Adjustment  more  discretion  in 
granting  Special  Exceptions  for  signs  in  the  Commercial  District? 
[The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  change  the  provision  adopted 
on  voter  petition  last  year  in  order  to  give  discretionary  power 
to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  approving  signs  less  than  sixty- 
four  square  feet  in  size  on  Commercial  properties.] 

Article  4.   To  see  if  the  To\Jn  v/ill  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of  Rye 
Building  Code  as  proposed  by  the  Rye  Planning  Board,  to  V7it: 

Amendment  1.   To  change  Rye's  building  height  limit  from  "2| 
stores  or  35  feet"  to  "35  feet"? 

[The  effect  of  this  is  to  recognize  that  modern  architectural  de- 
sign is  often  different  fromi  traditional  and  vjill  allow  great  lea- 
v/ay  in  internal  design  v;hile  keeping  the  height  restriction  the 
same . ] 

Amendment  2.  To  add  the  following  to  Section  7:15(j):  "This 
exemption  does  not  apply  to  the  requirem.ents  of  Section  7:15(k)." 
[The  effect  of  this  amendmient  is  to  abolish  thfe  right  of  property 
owners  with  existing  septic  systems  to  retain  such  systems  or  re- 
pair or  replace  them  should  they  change  from  using  their  property 
seasonally  to  year  round  use,  and  in  such  circum.stances  requiring 
them  to  build  a  new  septic  system  in  accordance  with  new  home  con- 
struction standards.] 

Polls  v/ill  not  close  before  seven  o'clock  on  March  13,  1983. 

You  are  hereby  further  notified  to  adjourn  to  meet  at  the  Rye 

Junior  High  School  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  next,  at 

seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  vote  upon  the  follov/ing 

subjects : 

Article  5.   To  see  if  the  Tov/n  v/ill  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the 
Town  Meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental 
unit  or    private  sources  v/hich  becomes  available  during  the  fis- 
cal year.   Pursuant  to  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
31:95-b  as  amended. 

Article  6.   To  see  if  the  Tovm  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  v/ill  vote  to  allow  a  five  percent 
(5%)  discount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  v;ithin  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  of  mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

Article  8.   To  see  if  the  Town  vjill  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder  at  public  auction  or  sealed  bid 
such  surplus  Tov^n  equipment  as  is  not  traded  in  on  nev/  equipment 
this  year. 


Article  9.   To  see  if  the  Tov7n  vill  vote  to  create  the  position  of 
Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Selectmen,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  tv;elve  thousand  dollars  ($12,000)  to  defray  the 
cost  of  hiring  him.  and  to  pay  his  salary  for  the  remainder  of  1984. 
The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  college  of 
municipal  administration,  or  be  a  college  graduate  v/ith  experience 
in  municipal  administration,  and  be  familiar  with  the  state  and 
federal  statutes  regarding  tov/n  government. 

(This  Article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  10.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
thirty-three  thousand  dollars  ($33,000)  for  a  nev/  highway  plow 
truck,  and  to  authorize  the  withdravral  of  thirty-three  thousand 
dollars  ($33,000)  for  this  purpose  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds. 

(This  Article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept,  subject  to 
the  final  approval  of  the  Town's  Public  Works  Director,  as  public 
roads  the  roadv/ays  located  in  the  Rand's  Spring  Subdivision  as 
shown  on  a  plan  entitled,  "Rand's  Spring  Subdivision,  Land  of 
Leonard  Brov/n,  Cable  Road,  Rye,  Nev;  Hampshire  by  Kimball  Chase 
Company,  Inc.,  dated  11/24/81,  and  approved  by  the  Town  of  Rye 
Planning  Board  on  5/28/02."  recorded  at  the  Rockingham  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  as  plan  D11061. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  v/ill  vote  to  name  the  baseball 
field  used  by  the  Rye  Little  League  in  memory  of  Mr.  Irving  W. 
"Flash"  Jenness. 

Article  13.   On  petition  of  Pauline  Garrity  and  14  others,  to  see 
if  the  Tovm  will  vote  to  allow  the  Teen  Center  Committee  to  use 
the  building  located  at  37  Central  Road,  for  a  period  of  five 
years,  for  the  purpose  of  operating  a  Teen/Community  Center. 

Article  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for  the  purpose  of  installing 
and  monitoring  test  v/ells  around  the  Tovm '  s  landfill  site. 

(This  Article  is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  15.   To  see  if  the  Tov/n  v;ill  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 

Reserve  Fund  for  the  renovation  and/or  expansion  of  Town  Hall,  and 

further  to  take  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  surplus  for  said 

purpose  and  place  same  into  said  Fund. 

(This  Article  is  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  16.   To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  a  piece  of  land  on  West  Road,  shov7n  on  Assessors  Map 
No.  17,  Lot  No.  71,  v;ith  an  area  containing  fourteen  (14)  acres 
m.ore  or  less,  to  the  highest  bidder  with  a  minimum,  bid  of  eighteen 
thousand  dollars  ($18,000). 
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Article  17.   To  see  if  the  Tov/n  vzill  vote  to  have  the  Appraisal 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  or  a  private 
company,  v^hichever  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Tovm ,  conduct  a 
complete  revaluation  Starting  in  1984  to  be  completed  for  1985; 
and  to  see  if  the  Tov/n  v/ill  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  eleven  thousand  dollars  ($111,000)  for  the  revalua- 
tion of  the  Tov/n;  and  to  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectm.en  to  v/ith- 
drav7  funds  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  1978  in 
the  amount  of  sixty  six  thousand  four  hundred  tv/enty-nine  dollars 
and  fifty-one  cents  ($66,429.51),  together  with  accrued  interest, 
and  to  v;ithdraw  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  the  am.ount  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  dollars,  and  to  raise  the  balance  by 
taxes  for  the  revaluation. 

(This  Article  is  not  reconraended  by  the  Budget  Conmittee .  ) 

Article  18.   On  petition  of  David  P.  MacDonald  and  19  others,  to 
see  if  the  Tovm  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following: 

"To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rye  shall  call  upon  the  Governor  and 
Executive  Council,  its  State  Representative ( s )  and  State  Senator 
to  promptly  convene  a  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature  for  the 
sole   purpose  of  preventing  the  imposition  of  huge  cost  increases 
in  electric  rates  resulting  from  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Power  Plant 
on  citizens,  businesses,  schools  and  agencies  in  the  Town  of  Rye, 
and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  promptly  notify  our  above  listed 
elected  officials  of  the  Town's  desire." 

Article  19.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  Beach  Safety 
Ordinance  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  maintaining  public 
safety  and  v/elfare,  as  follov/s: 

"Glass  containers  of  any  kind  are  prohibited  on  the  Tovm  of 
Rye,  New  Hampshire,  public  beaches  as  a  necessary  safety  measure." 

Article  20.   To  see  if  the  To\\;n  will  vote  to  adopt  a  revised  Dog 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

"Dogs  at  Large.   It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
a  dog  to  permit  his  dog  to  run  at  large  out  of  his  immediate  pre- 
sence and  control . 

Impoundment  of  Dogs.   The  police  shall  pick  up  all  dogs  on  public 
property  in  violation  of  the  above  provision  and  upon  complaint  of 
the  owner  of  private  property  the  police  shall  pick  up  all  dogs  on 
said  private  property.   Any  dog  found  off  the  owner's  premises 
shall  be  impounded.   Notice  of  impoundments  of  all  animals,  includ- 
ing any  significant  marks  of  identification  shall  be  posted  at  the 
Police  Station  bulletin  board  as  public  notification  of  impound- 
ment.  Any  dog  may  be  reclaimed  by  its  ovmer  during  the  period  of 
impoundment  by  payment  of  all  pound  fees,  and  fines  hereinafter 
established,  and  by  furnishing  proof  of  compliance  with  appropri- 
ate local  ordinances  and  State  Statutes  governing  the  licensing, 
care,  handling  and  control  of  dogs.   If  the  dog  is  unclaimed  at 
the  end  of  ten  (10)  days,  the  dog  control  authority  may  dispose  of 
the  dog  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws  or  rules  and  regula- 
tions . 


Releasing  Procedure  of  Impounded  Animals.   The  following  procedure 
will  be  used  in  the  release  of  animals  that  have  been  impounded  by 
the  Police:   1)   Animal  Release  form  completed  and  executed  by 
owner/keeper  in  triplicate.   2)   The  owner/keeper  of  the  animal 
being  released  must  pay  the  appropriate  fine  under  paragraph  6  be- 
low and  after  doing  so,  two  copies  of  the  Animal  Release  form 
shall  be  given  to  the  owner/keeper.   3)   The  owner/keeper  picking 
up  the  animal  must  pSy  all  boarding  fees  due  the  kennel  where  the 
dog  is  impounded  and  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  said  Release  form  to 
the  Kennel.   4)   The  original  copy  of  the  Anim.al  Release  form  is 
maintained  for  the  record  office.   5)   A  ticket  must  be  made  out 
with  the  appropriate  violation  indicated.   More  than  one  violation 
may  be  cited  per  ticket.   6)   The  various  forfeitures  (fines)  are 
as  follows  and  shall  be  paid  in  a  sim.ilar  manner  as  parking  tick- 
ets : 

Dogs  at  Large  $10.00 

Unlicensed  Dog $15.00 

Failure  to  have  rabies  certification $15.00 

Failure  to  display  tags $15.00 

Nuisance  Dog  Violations  (issued  by  the  Animal  Control  Office  - 
Receipts  only) 

Nuisance  Dog $10.00 

Menacing  Dog $15.00 

Vicious  Dog $25  .00 

Penalty.   Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by- 
law shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100  dollars  for  each 
breach  thereof,  and  shall  make  restitution  to  the  Town  of  all 
boarding  costs  and  expenses  incurred  for  prosecuting  said  com- 
plaint.  The  above  fines  shall  be  doubled  for  a  second  violation 
of  any  applicable  category. 

Formal  Complaint.   The  Police,  upon  picking  up  any  dog  for  the 
third  time,  shall  immediately  make  a  formal  complaint  against  the 
owner/keeper  of  the  dog  in  appropriate  Municipal  or  District 
Court. 

Conflicting  Laws.   In  the  event  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  is 
in  conflict  with  any  applicable  State  Law  or  any  other  ordinance 
provision,  the  provision  that  provides  the  higher  duty  or  greater 
penalty  shall  apply." 

Article  21 .   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an  Amusement 
Device  Ordinance  as  follov/s: 

"Prohibited  Practices:   A.   No  person  under  the  age  of  ten  (10) 
years  shall  be  allovjed  to  operate  any  am.usement  device  unless  ac- 
companied by  a  parent  or  guardian.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
manager,  ov/ner  or  employees  of  any  establishment  vjhere  amusement 
devices  are  present  to  ascertain  the  ages  of  each  person  operating 
or  wishing  to  operate  an  amusement  device.   B.   No  prizes  of  mate- 
rial value  shall  be  given  av/ay  or  sold  at  nominal  fee  for  any  rea- 
son whatsoever  pertaining  to  a  high  score,  matching  number  or 
other  outcome  of  an  am.usement  device  gam.e. 

License  Required:   A.   No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association 
may  allow  to  be  operated  any  amusem.ent  device  without  first  ob- 
taining a  license  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee. 
B.   The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  may  establish  from

time  to  time  reasonable  licensing  requirements  and  standards;  in- 
cluding number  of  machines,  location  and   hours  of  operation,  but 
in  no  event  shall  those  requirements  contain  less  than  the  follov.'- 
ing:   (1)   That  the  applicant  or  applicants  must  be  eighteen  (18) 
years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character  as  reasonably  determined 
by  the  Chief  of  Police;  (2)  That  a  full  description  of  the  prem- 
ises is  submitted  v/ith  a  statement  that  such  premises  will  be  op- 
erated in  accordance  v/ith  all  applicable  local  ordinances.  No 
amusement  device  shall  be  located  other  than  within  a  fully  en- 
closed permanent  building.   (3)  That  no  license  will  be  issued  to 
any  person  or  corporation  for  amusement  devices  located  within 
one-half  mile  of  the  nearest  school.  (4)  The  limit  of  amusement 
devices  per  location  v/ill  be  a  maximum  of  six  (6).   C.   The  appli- 
cant shall  pay  $50.00  per  year  or  any  part  thereof  per  device, 
provided  that  the  applicant  may  at  his  discretion  remove  and  re- 
place any  device  at  will  without  further  payment  of  a  fee.  D.  Li- 
censes shall  be  effective  from  the  date  granted  until  December  31 
of  the  year  granted.   Each  license  will  be  reviev/ed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  renevred  upon  payment  of  fees,  but  only 
if  the  person,  firmi,  corporation  or  association  applying  for  a  re- 
nev/al  has  been  found  to  comply  v.7ith  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  location  and  operation  of  the  amusement  device  will 
not  be  detrimental  to  the  health,  safety  and  VJelfare  of  the  pub- 
lic.  E.   Such  license  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  at  any  time  up- 
on a  determ.ination  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  there  has  been 
noncompliance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  the  license 
holder,  his  agent  or  employee,  or  if  the  location  and  operation  of 
said  amusement  devices  proved  to  be  a  detriment  to  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  public.   Such  revocation  or  suspension 
shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Selectmen  only  after  due  notice  and 
hearing.   F.   The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  amend 
this  ordinance  to  modify,  add  or  delete  any  provisions  thereof. 
Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  abrogate,  limit  or 
contradict  any  state  or  federal  lav;  or  regulation. 
Penalty:   Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  found  to 
have  violated  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  as  de- 
fined by  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 
Definitions :  A.   Amusement  Device:   The  term  "amusement  device" 
shall  mean  any  machine  which,  upon  insertion  of  a  coin,  slug,  to- 
ken, plate  or  disc,  may  be  operated  by  the  public  generally  for 
use  as  a  game,  entertainment,  or  amusement,  vzhether  or  not  regis- 
tering a  score,  and  v/hether  or  not  skill  is  used  in  its  operation. 
It  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  such  devices  as  electronic 
games,  pinball  machines,  skill  ball,  mechanical  grab  machines, 
and  all  games,  operations  or  transactions,  similar  thereto  under 
whatever  name  they  may  be  indicated.   The  term  does  not  include 
vending  machines  in  which  are  not  incorporated  gaming  or  amusement 
features,  nor  does'  the  term  include  any  coin  operated  rides  or  de- 
vices which  solely  produce  music.   B.   Person  Firm,  Corporation  or 
Association:   The  terms  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association 
shall  include  of  those  entities  or  combinations  thereof  owning  an 
amusem.ent  device,  or  maintaining  an  establishm.ent  which  one  or 
more  amusement  devices  are  available  for  general  use  by  the  pub- 
lic, or  having  control  over  such  an  establishment. 
Separability ;   Each  separate  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  independent  of  all  other  provisions  herein,  and  it  is 
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further  ordained  that  if  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
found  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  all 
other  provisions  thereof  shall  remain  valid  and  enforceable. 
Effective  Date  and  Duration;   This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  up- 
on a  second  reading  and  shall  be  in  effect  until  repealed,  modi- 
fied or  ratified  by  vote  of  the  1984  Town  Meeting." 

Article  22.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget, 
submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto,  and,  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  Calendar  Year  1984. 

Article  23.   To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1983,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.   Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  government  auditing 
standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and 
such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1983!   The  year  that  marked  renev/ed  emphasis  on  Rye's  valued 
heritage  -  a  rural  community  steeped  in  family  spirit,  a  community 
where  the  voice  of  one's  neighbor  was  heard  and  respected. 

It  was  the  year  that  saw  a  return  to  the  principle  "government 
of  and  by  the  people".   A  year  that  proved  the  value  of  citizens' 
efforts  in  securing  needed  zoning  considerations;  a  year  that  the 
pride  of  a  similar  citizens'  effort,  through  the  PARSONS'  PARK 
CORPORATION,  came  full  blossom. 

It  was  a  year  of  attending  to  what  should  have  been  attended 
to  long  ago  -  accepting  the  consequence  of  having  failed  for  so 
long  to  deal  with  the  pollution  at  Rye  and  Jenness  Beaches,  dredg- 
ing Stinky  Creek,  implementing  safety  control  at  Lang's  Corner, 
improving  lif eguarding,  patrolling,  and  maintenance  at  our  beaches, 
and  laying  the  groundwork  for  securing   access  to  Foss  Beach. 

It  vjas  a  year  that  proved  the  cry,  "Salisbury  Beach  North", 
to  be  unfounded.   1983  was  hopefully  the  beginning  of  the  end  to 
the  phrase  "SUMMER  RESIDENT",  for  the  brotherhood  of  a  community 
knows  no  season. 

This  was  the  year  that  restored  the  true  meaning  to  the  title, 
"DEPARTMENT  HEAD".   Our  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief,  Public  Works  Di- 
rector, and  Building  Inspector  were  given  renewed  opportunity  to 
exercise  their  own  leadership  v;ithout  interference  from  the 
Selectmen's  Office. 

1983  was  a  year  of  demanding  and  seeking  out  the  most  quali- 
fied personnel  to  serve  the  TOWN.   The  hiring  of  Peggy  Hoblitzell 
as  the  SELECTMEN'S  SECRETARY  provided  the  TOVJN  with  the  municipal 
and  financial  experience  required  of  the  position,  and  brought 
a  source  of  innovative  ideas.   The  retirement  of  Pat  Jenness  af- 
ter two  decades  of  outstanding  service  as  TAX  COLLECTOR  was  sad 
but  brought  with  it  the  good  fortune  of  such  a  competent  successor 
in  Nicole  Gray.   Building  inspections,  a  source  of  unrest  the 
year  before,  not  only  saw  the  hiring  of  a  competent  contractor, 
Glenn  Trefethen  as  BUILDING  INSPECTOR,  but  also  saw  the  return  to 
TOWN  services  of  Joe  May,  as  DEPUTY  BUILDING  INSPECTOR. 

1983  began  with  our  inheriting  the  most  inflationary  budget  of 
the  past  several  years.   The  year  came  to  an  end,  however,  v/ith 
the  feeling  that  comes  with  significant  accomplishments.  Before 
we  assumed  office,  $20,000  had  been  budgeted  for  legal  expenses 
and  an  additional  $7,000  requested.   We  were  able  to  cut  legal  ex- 
penses almost  in  half  for  the  entire  year,  despite  the  fact  that 
nearly  $7,000  of  the  $11,627.74  spent  had  already  been  spent  in 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  under  the  former  administration. 
We  undertook  a  reviev?  of  all  of  the  TOWN'S  various  insurance  poli- 
cies, one  of  which  was  not  in  compliance  ^^/ith  federal  law  and  de- 
spite the  fact  that  we  upgraded  the  coverage  on  some,  our  replace- 
ment of  some  of  those  policies  with  the  Nev;  Hampshire  Municipal 
Association,  v^ill  save  the  TOWN  annually  $16,000.   Most  significant 
of  all  was  implementing  computerization  for  GENERAL  LEDGER  keeping, 
PAYROLL,  and  TAX  BILLINGS,  at  an  annual  cost  which  is  less  than 
what  the  TOWN  had  been  paying  outside  contractors  for  the  same 
services.   Contracted  services  cost  $12,000.   The  cost  to  purchase 
the  necessary  computer  hardware  and  software  is  only  $15,000,  and 
if  the  tov;nspeople  vote  this  March  to  do  so,  rather  than  lease  the 
equipment,  then  after  one  year  the  TOWN  will  not  only  begin  saving 
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Selectmen's  Report  (Continued) 

annually  a  minimum  of  $12,000,  it  will  also  avoid  additional  costs 
that  will  have  to  be  incurred  in  order  to  comply  with  new  state 
laws . 

1983  marks  the  return,  after  a  three  year  digression,  to  the 
size  and  format  of  the  Town's  Annual  Report  that  our  earliest  Town 
Fathers  established,  and  it  is  the  first  time  since  1970  that  it 
contains  an  audited  financial  statement  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
ended.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Budget  Committee  was  held  on  March 
24.   Frances  Holway  resigned  as  a  member  at  large  to  become 
Selectmen's  representative  on  the  Committee.   The  Moderator  ap- 
pointed Jacqueline  P.  Camire  to  fill  that  vacancy.   On  May  12  vie 
held  a  public  hearing  to  prepare  a  budget  for  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  in  June. 

June  19  we  v/ere  saddened  by  the  death  of  Melville  E.  Clark, 
who  had  just  been  elected  to  his  third  term.   His  wise  counsel  is 
greatly  missed. 

The  Moderator  appointed  Thomas  A.  Varrell  to  fill  this  vacan- 
cy.  The  Committee  met  in  June  to  discuss  the  auditor's  report 
v/hich  shov/ed  a  General  Fund  balance  of  $183,465  as  of  December  31, 
1982.   The  School  Board  presented  their  annual  financial  report 
with  a  balance  of  $28,700  as  of  June  30  to  be  applied  toward  the 
current  appropriation  at  the  August  meeting. 

In  October  and  December,  the  Committee  met  to  review  the  cur- 
rent status  of  the  budget  with  Selectmen.   During  January  and  Feb- 
ruary, the  Committee  has  been  meeting  on  Monday  and  Thursday  even- 
ings, and  conducted  hearings  in  preparation  of  budgets  for  the 
Town,  School  District,  Rye  Beach  Precinct,  Jenness  Beach  District 
and  Rye  VJater  District.   All  these  hearings  are  not  completed  at 
this  writing. 

The  Selectmen  contracted  v/ith  the  firm  of  Carri-Plodzik- 
Sanderson  to  audit  the  1983  accounts.   The  report  has  already  been 
issued  and  will  appear  in  the  current  Town  Report  (the  first  time 
this  has  been  available  for  several  years).   The  report  shovjs  a 
Fund  balance  as  of  December  31,  1983,  of  $338,087. 

The  duties  of  the  Budget  Committee  are  governed  by  RSA  32:1- 
13.   In  general  it  includes  a  review  of  expenditures  of  the  var- 
ious agencies,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Committee  so  votes,  may 
petition  the  Superior  Court  for  removal  of  officers  overexpending 
public  monies. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  School  Board,  Depart- 
ment Heads,  District  Commissioners  and  Committee  members  for  their 
cooperation  in  providing  the  Budget  Committee  viith   the  necessary 
information  to  prepare  budgets  for  the  various  annual  meetings.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

Fire  department  incidents  for  1983  totaled  191,  broken  down 
as  follows:   structures  -  14;  oil  burners  -  2;  arcing/downed 
wires  -9;  electrical  -  5;  chimney  -  24;  wood/grass  -  11;  auto  ac- 
cidents -  12;  auto  fires  -  4;  investigations  -  6;  smoke  in  the 
building  -  17;  public  assists  -  13;  ambulance  assists  -  6;  medi- 
cal walk-ins  -  3;  fuel  spills  -  6;  false  alarms  -  2;  outside 
fires  -  6;  unauthorized  fires  -  9;  alarm  activations  -  31;  mutual 
aid  given  -  11;  and  mutual  aid  received  -  9.   Other  activities: 
ambulance  calls  dispatched  -  270;  permits  issued:  fire  -  382; 
beach  fires  -  129;  spaceheaters  -  7;  oil  burners  -  9;  trench  -  18; 
wood  stoves  inspected  -  31;  in-service  inspections  -  10. 

While  chimney  fires  have  increased,  structure  fires  appear 
to  have  dropped  slightly  due  in  part  to  the  increased  installation 
of  smoke  detectors  in  most  homes.   Early  detection  reduces  damage 
and  the  potential  for  injury.   A  disturbing  note  brought  to  my 
attention  by  on-duty  firefighters:   several  calls  during  the  night 
time  hours  which  were  held  until  daytime  with  the  reason  offered, 
"we  did  not  wish  to  trouble  you  during  the  night".   Please  do  not 
hesitate  to  call  at  anytime  of  day  or  night.   The  Fire,  Police  and 
Ambulance  telephones  are  answered  twenty-four  hours  a  day  as  the 
duty  dispatcher  does  not  sleep  and  your  are  not  inconveniencing 
anyone  but  yourself. 

The  continuing  expansion  of  the  Town  with  the  added  requests 
for  service  indicate  the  need  to  expand  buildings,  equipment  and 
manpower  in  an  orderly  fashion.   The  most  pressing  need  at  this 
time  is  persons  willing  to  be  trained  as  call  firefighters  to 
serve  their  community.   My  appreciation  to  Town  Officials,  em- 
ployees and  citizens  who  have  assisted  us  in  the  past  year.  Men 
of  the  Department  installed  an  overhead  waterfill  line  in  the  sta- 
tion on  their  own  time  with  donated  materials.   {Nine  men  with  a 
total  of  34  hours).   A  word  of  thanks  to  the  Rye  Lions  Club  and 
A.  P.  Tibbetts  for  donations.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned 
per  forest  fire;  less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  aver- 
age . 

At  the  town  level,  your  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for 
the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issu- 
ing a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the 
ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each 
person  wishing  to  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written 
permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any  per- 
son that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is  required,  is 
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Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest 
Ranger  (Continued) 

violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law,  and  is  subject  to  a  court 
appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and  receive  a  jail  sen- 
tence of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
unless  it  is  raining.   The  reason  for  this  is  two-fold;  the  fire 
danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then 
subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  and  5:00  p.m.   This  happens 
because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily  ignited 
and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.   Also  during 
this  part  of  the  day  firefighters  are  not  readily  available  in 
most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause 
greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

As  Smoky  says,  "Remember,  only  you  can  prevent  forest  fires!"

POLICE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

The  Rye  Police  Department  continues  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation to  everyone  who  assisted  and  supported  the  Department 
throughout  1983. 

The  Department  now  has  a  full-time  secretary/dispatcher  who 
does  all  of  the  typing,  filing,  answering  of  the  phones  and  greet- 
ing of  the  public.   She  issues  pistol  permits,  takes  parking  fines 
and  all  the  irate  complaints  and  arguments  about  the  parking  prob- 
lems, etc.   She  sees  that  all  messages  get  to  the  appropriate  of- 
ficer for  any  action  necessary.   She  works  from  8:00  a.m.  to  4:30 
p.m.  with  half  an  hour  for  lunch,  which  she  takes  in  the  station 
while  continuing  with  her  daily  duties. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  Rye  Fire  Department  for  taking  over 
the  phones  and  dispatching  after  the  secretary  leaves;  and  also 
for  their  continued  close  working  ability  with  the  Police  Depart- 
ment . 

It  is  with  pride,  integrity  and  guts  that  all  of  the  staff  of 
the  Rye  Police  Department  serve  the  Town  of  Rye  and  law  enforce- 
ment. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  Rockingham  County 
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Police  Chief's  Report  (Continued) 

Sheriff's  Department  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation 
with  the  Rye  Police  Department  in  all  phases  of  law  enforcement 
within  the  Town  and  the  County. 

Again  we  had  the  beaches  patrolled  this  past  summer.  There 
was  one  officer  for  each  of  the  crosswalks,  one  at  Jenness  Beach 
and  one  at  Wallis  Sands.   There  were  two  officers  patrolling  all 
of  the  beaches  during  the  day  and  two  patrolling  at  night.  I  be- 
lieve the  patrol  contributed  to  less  criminal  activity  and  drink- 
ing along  our  beaches. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  the  items  that  were  handled  by 
this  department  the  past  year:  1,020  summonses,  79  arrests,  700 
warnings,  17  drug  arrests,  2  narcotic  arrests,  209  alcohol  arrests, 
151  accidents,  694  parking  tickets,  155  aid  to  other  departments, 
517  public  assists,  38  escorts,  18  burglaries,  1  reported  rape, 
22  thefts,  183  juveniles  handled,  156  animal  complaints,  1,199 
miscellaneous  calls.    The  total  calls  the  Police  Department  re- 
ceived were  4,054.

PUBLIC  WORKS  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

1983  was  a  year  of  plenty.   By  plenty,  I  mean,  plenty  of  rain, 
and  heat.   The  hot  summer  made  1983  a  good  year  for  the  beach,  and 
with  the  beach  being  cleaned  of  sea  weed  and  debris  once  a  week, 
the  crowds  enjoyed  the  beaches  even  more.   Fortunately  for  the 
beach  cleaning  operation,  there  were  very  few  storms  this  past 
summer. 

Roadside  parking  on  the  streets  off  of  Ocean  Boulevard  is 
still  a  problem  which  is  best  resolved  by  encouraging  travelers 
to  use  the  Wallis  Sands  State  Beach  and  Odiorne's  Point  State  Park. 

The  heavy  rains  this  past  Spring  and  Fall  have  been  very  bad 
for  the  roads  in  1983.   Combined  with  the  cold  weather  this  winter, 
the  soggy  road  beds  are  causing  a  great  deal  of  movement  to  the 
surfaces  of  the  roads.   We  will  not  know  the  full  damage  of  these 
frost  heaves  until  the  Spring  thaw. 

The  Highway  Department  purchased  the  nev?  backhoe  early  in  the 
Spring  and  put  it  to  work  improving  the  drainage  of  the  roads  and 
doing  other  maintenance  work. 

The  roads  in  the  "Rand's  Spring"  subdivision  off  of  Cable 
Road  were  constructed  and  paved  according  to  the  plan  and  are 
ready  to  be  accepted  by  the  Town  of  Rye. 

During  the  Summer  and  Fall,  the  Rye  Water  District  extended 
the  water  mains  on  Washington  Road,  Dov/  Lane,  Central  Road  and 
Grove  Road.   Although  this  work  made  traveling  inconvenient  to  the 
public  during  the  time  of  construction,  these  areas  are  better 
served  now  with  fire  protection  and  good  drinking  water. 

The  road  work  that  was  planned  for  the  section  of  Washington 
Road  between  Dow  Lane  and  Lafayette  Road  V7as  put  off  until  the 
trenches  in  that  area  have  had  ample  time  to  settle.   The  large 
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Public  VJorks  Director's  Report  (Continued) 

amount  of  rain  also  delayed  some  other  planned  road  work. 

In  1983,  the  paving  projects  covered  4.6  miles  of  roads  in 
the  Town  of  Rye.   In  1984,  it  is  planned  to  rebuild  or  pave  anoth- 
er 3.5  miles . 

The  building  of  the  transfer  station  and  the  implementing  of 
that  operation  have  been  slowed  down  by  some  changed  plans  in  the 
method  of  handling  the  solid  wastes.   This  has  meant  looking  at 
different  pieces  of  equipment  and  changing  the  building  design  to 
handle  the  change.   Excavation  for  the  foundation  was  started  in 
December,  but  the  weather  was  uncooperative  and  work  v;as  stopped 
until  Spring. 

The  amount  of  trash  which  people  drop  on  their  way  to  the 
dump  and  do  not  stop  to  pick  up  is  something  that  bothers  me  very 
much.   There  is  a  $250.00  fine  for  littering.   Maybe  we  will  have 
to  take  another  type  of  action  to  prevent  this  littering  along 
the  roads  leading  to  the  recycling  center. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  employees  and  the  citizens  of 
Rye  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  support  throughout  1983.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Recreation  Department  enjoyed  it's  most  successful  year 
in  1983,  but  we  have  a  long  way  to  go.   We  want  to  provide  a  comp- 
rehensive and  varied  program  for  all  Rye  residents.   To  accomplish 
this  goal,  it  is  essential  to  enlist  the  volunteer  services  of 
residents,  without  whom  many  programs  would  not  be  possible. 

Not  enough  can  be  said  about  the  many  people  vjho   volunteer 
their  services  for  the  youth  of  Rye.   Without  their  efforts  and 
time,  such  programs  as  Little  League  Baseball,  Youth  Basketball, 
Soccer,  and  Football  v/ould  not  be  a  reality.   Many  hours  of  prepa- 
ration to  set  up  programs,  handing  out  equipment,  practicing  and 
teaching  fundamentals,  and  games  are  given  freely  by  these  people 
which  include  both  weekdays  and  weekends. 

If  we  were  to  add  the  many  thousands  of  man  hours  volunteered 
for  Recreation  program.s  in  the  Tov/n  and  multiply  it  by  the  minimum 
wage  standard,  v/e  would  come  up  v^ith  a  minimum  savings  of  $10,000 
to  the  Town  if  these  services  were  provided  by  paid  personnel. 

The  Summer  Playground  Program  ran  at  the  Recreation  Area  was 
very  successful  with  over  75  children  registered  and  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  over  40.   The  playground  is  open  9  a.m.  - 
2  p.m.,  Monday-Friday  for  an  eight  week  period.   Activites  are 
geared  for  children  grades  1-8.   Daily  activities  include  arts  and 
crafts,  sports,  games,  contests,  special  events,  and  v/eekly  field 
trips.   Also  offered  this  year  v/as  a  tv;ice  a  v;eek  pre-school  pro- 
gram. 

Parson's  Field  was  the  site  of  this  year's  Halloween  Party. 
Over  500  children  attended  this  year's  festivities  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  Janice  Hanley.   Plans  are  already  v/ell  undervray  for 
next  year's  party. 

The  Recreation  Department  also  sponsored  many  other  programs. 
These  included  Floor  Hockey,  Co-Ed  Volleyball,  Crafts  Classes, 
Street  Hockey,  Aerobics,  Dr.  Pepper  Soccer  Camp,  and  a  Girls  Soft- 
ball Clinic. 

Special  thanks  to  Ken  Fox  who  made  the  Rye  beaches  a  safer 
and  more  enjoyable  place  for  not  only  the  residents  of  Rye,  but 
all  of  our  summer  guests.  His  hiring  and  handling  of  the  life- 
guards  and  the  beaches  were  second  to  none. 

Also  an  extra  special  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Rye  Recre- 
ation Commission,  v/ho  have  been  very  supportive  and  generous  with 
their  time.   Their  time  and  effort  goes  unnoticed  but  it  is  be- 
cause of  them  that  this  Department  continues  to  be  a  success. 

Last  but  not  least;  thanks  to  all  of  the  Town  Officials, 
schools,  businesses,  churches,  organizations,  and  individuals  who 
helped  us  out  during  1983.   We  look  forv^ard  to  v;orking  with  all 
of  you  in  1984!

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

In  addition  to  providing  an  ever-expanding  variety  of  pro- 
grams for  our  Rye  residents  and  visitors,  the  Library  has  also 
been  concerned  about  the  safety  and  economical  function  of  the 
building  itself.   It  east,  north  and  v/est  sides  of  the  building 
have  had  a  graded  hot  top  border  put  down  to  direct  rain  and  snow- 
melt  waters  away  from  the  building.   In  addition,  new  gutters  and 
drain  spouts  were  added  along  the  east  and  west  eaves  to  direct 
off-flov7  V7ater  and  snovj-melt  from  the  roof  away  from  the  building. 
To  help  alleviate  the  icing  conditions  in  the  main  entrance  area 
of  the  Conference  Room  door,  heaters  were  installed  to  make  this 
a  safer  area  during  the  v/inter  months.   The  furnace  has  been  re- 
placed and  nev7  ductv/ork  installed,  to  create  an  economical  3- 
zoned  heating  system.   The  addition  of  a  Casablanca  fan  in  the 
main  entry  area  also  contributes  to  the  comfort  of  Library  patrons 
by  circulating  both  cool  and  warm  air  throughout  the  building. 

The  SAT  Reviev;  continues  to  benefit  our  teenagers  preparing 
for  their  college  board  English  and  Math  exam.s .   Eileen  Murphy 
has  devoted  her  time  and  energies  to  make  this  course  a  continuing 
success.   Children's  programming  this  past  year  included  the  In- 
ternational Club  for  Elementary  School  children  and  the  popular 
Story  Hour  for  area  pre-schoolers. 

VJe  regret  the  loss  of  Harry  Trefethen  as  Library  Trustee 
this  August  and  miss  his  valuable  insight  and  unstinting  energies 
directed  tov^ards  making  the  Rye  Library  a  valuable  resource  cen- 
ter for  our  tov/n.   We  v^elcome  Lucy  Hall  to  this  vacancy.  Lucy 
brings  nev/  ideas  for  programs  v/ith  her  and  has  proved  herself  a 
tireless  volunteer  v/orkers  for  many  of  these.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

1983  has  been  another  busy  and  productive  year  at  the  Rye 
Library.   The  staff,  which  consists  of  Pat  Stetson,  Adult  Services 
Librarian;  Susan  Torres  Cronin,  Children's  Services  Librarian; 
and  Teddy  Wyatt  and  Marjorie  Little,  Library  Assistants,  were  all 
of  great  value  in  providing  the  town  with  good  library  service. 
Robert  Goodsell,  v/ho  start  the  year  as  custodian,  vias    replaced  in 
May  by  Charles  Lockhart.   VJe  thank  Bob  for  being  so  helpful  during 
his  years  with  us. 

The  library  has  been  the  scene  of  much  activity  during  the 
year.   Circulation  increased  again  this  year  to  reach  a  new  high. 
More  than  3  50  nev/  borrowers  joined  the  library.   Most  of  the  nev7- 
comers  to  town  make  the  library  one  of  their  first  stops,  and  v/e

try  to  give  them  a  good  introduction  to  Rye  and  v.'hat  it  has  to  of- 
fer.  We  have  also  added  some  long-term  residents  to  our  rolls  - 
those  who  have  begun  reading  again  and  those  v/ho  never  realized 
what  the  library  has  to  offer.   We  welcome  all  of  these  library 
users . 

The  monthly  nev7sletter  is  now  published  regularly  on  the  last 
Friday  of  the  month.   It  is  distributed  at  several  places  in  the 
town.   Containing  library  nev>7s ,  book  reviev7s,  nev7  book  lists,  and 
a  list  of  conference  room  activities,  the  nev/sletter  keeps  the 
community  better  informed  on  our  programs  and  activities. 

The  Children's  Room  gets  lots  of  use  by  the  children  of  Rye. 
During  the  year,  the  following  activities  were  offered  for  various 
ages:   story  hours,  movies,  puppet  shows  and  v/orkshops ,  babysit- 
ting workshop,  4th  of  July  float.  Millions  of  Cats  summer  reading 
program.  International  Club,  holiday  craft  v^orkshops ,  Boston  Child- 
ren's Theater  production,  Colburn  and  Stuart  (folk  singers),  book 
talks,  Taylor  Whiteside  (folk  singer),  and  Christmas  activities. 
More  than  1,400  children  participated  in  the  summer  activities  at 
the  library. 

Library  staff  raem.bers  attended  various  professional  classes 
and  meetings  during  the  year,  hosting  several  of  them.   The  li- 
brary is  a  member  of  the  Seacoast  Library  Cooperative,  and  users 
in  good  standing  may  get  a  Seacoast  Cooperative  Card  v^hich  can  be 
used  at  many  other  libraries  in  the  area.   The  library  is  also  a 
part  of  the  Seacoast  Fiction  Depository. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  to  provide  their 
most  welcome  assistance.   In  addition  to  the  various  library  jobs 
they  do  at  their  monthly  v^ork  meeting,  they  provide  goods  for 
special  occasions  (such  as  holiday  story  hours),  and  they  deco- 
rate the  library  for  Christmas.   The  proceeds  of  their  annual  book 
and  bake  sale  are  used  for  special  projects  for  the  library.  This 
year  they  purchased  an  atlas  stand  which  v/as  donated  to  the  li- 
brary in  memory  of  trustee  Harry  Trefethen.   We  are  very  appre- 
ciative of  the  Friends  and  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  library. 

Many  other  local  organizations  have  been  very  generous  to 
the  library.   The  Rye  Lions,  through  their  annual  donations,  have 
provided  us  with  films,  filmstrips,  a  filmstrip  projector,  and  a 
record  player.   Other  groups,  such  as  the  Rye  Art  Study  Group, 
the  Rye  Tuesday  Club,  and  the  Rye  Exercise  Class,  have  been  most 
generous.   In  addition,  individuals  have  given  us  donations  or 
have  purchased  books  in  memory  of  a  deceased  friend  or  relative. 
All  of  these  gifts  have  enabled  us  to  build  and  enhance  our  col- 
lection. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  sad  one  for  the  library  and  the 
town.   With  the  death  of  Harry  B.  Trefethen,  we  feel  that  we  have 
lost  a  very  special  person.   He  had  served  the  library  long  and 
and  well,  and  he  vjill  be  sorely  m.issed  by  all  of  us.   At  Christ- 
mas time,  the  library  organized  a  group  of  carollers,  children 
and  adults,  who  sang  at  the  hospital  and  nursing  homes  V7here 
Harry  so  faithfully  visited  the  elderly  and  the  sick.   The  carol- 
ling was  done  in  his  memory.   An  on-going  service  project  in  his 
memory  is  in  the  planning  stages.

I  V70uld  like  to  thank  the  staff,  the  trustees,  and  Al  Jee 
for  their  efforts  and  support  in  1983.   We  have  accomplished  much 
during  the  past  year,  but  there  is  always  a  lot  more  than  can  be 
done  to  bring  good  library  service  to  the  tov/n.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  REPORT 

The  Rye  Mosquito  Control  program  celebrated  a  successful  year 
in  1983.   No  cases  of  eastern  equine  encephalitis  were  reported  in 
Rye.   Several  locations  in  Massachusetts  were  not  as  fortunate. 
Protection  from  disease  carrying  mosquitoes,  particularly  encepha- 
litis carriers,  will  be  enhanced  in  seasons  to  come  by  the  coopera- 
tive efforts  of  the  Rye  Mosquito  Control,  State  Entomologist, 
State  Epidemiologist  and  the  World  Health  Organization. 

The  key  to  a  successful  program  is  more  than  adulticiding 
with  the  truck  at  night.   The  licensed  pesticide  applicators  cross 
salt  marshes  and  swamps  in  search  of  mosquito  breeding.   When  breed- 
ing is  found,  the  areas  are  treated  with  a  highly  selective  insec- 
ticide known  as  ABATE.   This  offers  effective,  safe  and  inexpen- 
sive control.   After  the  adult  mosquitoes  emerge,  adulticiding  is 
the  only  alternative.   The  adulticiding  is  a  supplement  to  the  con- 
trol program,  an  expensive  supplement. 

Adult  mosquito  populations  are  monitored  closely.   Traps  are 
set  once  a  week  which  attract  mosquitoes.   We  collect,  freeze  and 
identify  these  mosquitoes.   This  data  is  charted  and  plotted  on 
graphs  which  indicate  fluxuations  in  the  population.   Timing  the 
adulticiding  with  peaks  in  the  population  produces  optimum  results. 
Weather  also  has  an  effect  on  the  spray  schedule.   The  temperature 
must  be  at  least  65 °F.   The  wind  must  be  under  5  mph.   No  spraying 
during  rainfall.   Many  factors  are  involved.   These  are  just  a  few 
examples .

RYE  MUNICIPAL  COURT  REPORT 

A  total  of  1,332  cases  were  processed  by  the  Court.   This 
represents  the  longest  caseload  registered  by  the  Court  since  its 
inception.   The  cases  include  761  motor  vehicle  violations,  41 
misdemeanors,  2  felonies,  402  town  ordinances,  47  small  claims  ac- 
tions, and  79  fish  and  game. 

During  the  past  several  years,  as  has  been  reported,  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  in  conjunction  with  the  New  Hampshire  Sup- 
reme Court  has  been  working  toward  the  unification  and  implementa- 
tion of  a  consolidated  court  system  for  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.  The  progress  of  standardizing  procedures  and  policies  have 
been  completed  with  the  final  passage  of  House  Bill  200,  effective 
January  1,  1984.   The  entire  court  system  of  the  State  has  been 
integrated  under  the  Office  of  Administrative  Services  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Supreme  Court. 

The  Rye  Municipal  Court  will  continue  to  operate  on  the  same 
schedule  as  in  the  past.   Principally,  conducting  business  every 
Wednesday  morning  throughout  the  year  and  maintaining  the  same 
court  personnel .   The  changes  that  have  occurred  have  been  in  the 
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Rye  Municipal  Court  Report  (Continued) 

areas  of  financial  and  administration.   They  also  have  centralized 
the  responsibility  for  the  operation  of  the  Court  and  accountabi- 
lity to  the  State  level  and  no  longer  to  the  counties,  cities  or 
towns  that  have  courts  within  their  jurisdiction. 

At  this  time,  the  Rye  Municipal  Court  wishes  to  express  its 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  of  Rye  and  their  staff, 
the  Rye  Police  Department,  New  Hampshire  State  Police  and  Agencies 
along  with  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Department  for  their 
support  and  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to  dispense  the  business  of 
the  Court  over  the  past  year.

RYE  AMBULANCE  CORPS  REPORT 

270  times  in  1983  we  proved  that  the  Rye  Ambulance  Corps  is 
on  duty  24  hours  a  day. 

If  Rye  remembers  only  one  thing  about  the  Corps,  this  is  the 
feature  we  would  choose  to  stress. 

There  were  33  motor  vehicle  accidents  we  responded  to,  145 
calls  at  private  homes,  10  at  the  local  beaches,  5  at  restaurants 
and  the  balance  of  the  calls  were  transfers  to  and  from  hospitals 
and  nursing  homes  or  mutual  aid  to  North  Hampton  and  Greenland. 

Our  membership  now  consists  of  3  Registered  Nurses,  9  Nation- 
ally Registered  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  -  Ambulance  and  7 
Advanced  First  Aiders.   Many  of  the  nurses  and  EMTS  are  trained  in 
advanced  life  support  techniques. 

As  always,  we  welcome  new  members  and  anyone  interested  may 
contact  any  Corps  members  for  further  information. 

The  Corps  is  loyally  supported  by  Rye's  townspeople  through 
both  our  $10  annual  subscription  and  general  tax  deductible  dona- 
tions.  This  enables  us  to  keep  both  our  equipment  and  our  train- 
ing current. 

North  Hampton's  ambulance  came  mutual  aid  to  Rye  twice  in 
1983  and  the  Rye  Fire  and  Police  Departments  continue  their  able 
assistance  -  13  assists  from  the  Fire  Department  and  122  from  our 
Police.   I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  con- 
cerned as  the  system  would  not  work  nearly  as  well  without  them.

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NUCLEAR  INTERVENTION  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Rye  Nuclear  Intervention  Advisory  Committee  is  a  new  com- 
mittee organized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  May  13  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Tov;n  advised  on  nu- 
clear matters  affecting  Rye. 

Since  May,  the  Committee,  in  concert  v/ith  other  Seacoast 
tovms,  has  engaged  in  hearings  before  the  U.S.  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission,  begun  the  research  to  determine  the  extent  of  Rye's 
emergency  preparedness  needs,  obtained  basic  studies  and  informa- 
tion related  to  radiological  emergencies  and  public  health,  most 
notably.  Radiation  and  Human  Health  by  John  Gofman,  published  by 
Sierra  Books. 

The  Committee  is  currently  assessing  drafts  of  a  general 
emergency  response  plan  for  Rye  drawn  up  by  Committee  man,  Richard 
Tompkins,  and  seeking  information  from  state  and  federal  agencies 
about  radiological  accident  threats  from  immediate  sources  such  as 
transport  of  materials  and  local  military  activities. 

Committee  members  have  also  this  year  attended  emergency  re- 
sponse and  other  related  conferences,  made  connections  with  other 
tovm  and  county  governments,  inform.ed  members  of  Congress  of  the 
Town's  concerns,  and  began  a  publication  program  of  basic  Town  re- 
lated nuclear  issues. 

The  v7ork  of  the  Committee  depends  to  a  great  degree  on  the 
volunteers  who  are  its  members,  and  on  logistical  support  of  the 
Town  office,  which  is  sometimes  overloaded  with  their  usual  sched- 
ule.  More  members  on  the  Committee  would  help  to  bridge  the  gap. 
Anyone  who  feels  they  may  want  to  help,  can  contact  any  Committee 
member  or  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  more  information. 

Minutes  and  other  reports  of  the  committee  are  available  at 
the  Town  Hall.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

We  v;ere  sorry  to  lose  tv/o  of  our  members,  P.abs  Price  and  Nanq? 
MacDonald.   Early  in  '83,  the  new  members  appointed  v/ere  Steve 
White  and  Susan  Elsea.   Their  terms  were  continued  by  new  Select- 
men. 

Trails  were  maintained  in  the  Town  Forest,  enjoyed  for  hiking 
and  cross-country  skiing.   Weeding  and  thinning  in  pine  stands 
was  continued. 

Of  coastal  concerns,  we  provided  information  to  the  Office  of 
State  Planning  toward  the  clearing  of  obstructions  in  Parsons 
Creek.   Replacement  of  two  bridges  on  1-A  is  planned.   Conserva- 
tion members  had  viewed  the  condition  of  each  with  the  bridge  en- 
gineer, so  we  are  aware  of  their  poor  condition,  and  favor  the 
rebuilding. 

We  urged  Army  Engineers  to  hold  a  hearing  in  the  seacoast  on 
the  Wentworth  Marina.   The  State  hearing  in  Concord  had  not  pro- 
vided enough  time  for  local  statements.   At  the  Engineer  hearing 
on  the  Marina  held  in  Portsmouth,  many  points  were  expressed  by 
persons  from  Rye  and  other  towns. 

A  Wetlands  Workshop  was  held  at  the  Urban  Forestry  Center. 
Wetland  Zoning  is  generally  regarded  as  an  important  aid  in  local 
land  planning.   On  State  v/etland  applications,  reactions  from 
the  local  Conservation  Commission  have  considerable  weight  on 
state  decisions.   We  viewed  the  new  Rye  Water  District  wells  off 
Grove  and  Garland  Roads  and  urged  approval  for  their  project. 

We  are  disturbed  over  the  lack  of  coordination  between  Town 
and  Rye  Beach  Precinct  on  matters  of  land  planning  and  procedure. 
Any  controls  that  apply  to  the  town  as  a  whole,  do  also  apply  to 
Rye  Beach  Village  District.   We  have  noted  confusion  on  dealing 
with  v/etlands  v/ithin  the  Precinct  in  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  changes  in  State  Laws  that  deal  v/ith  land 
controls.   Most  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  attended  a 
series  of  Lav;  Lectures,  held  at  Exeter  in  the  fall.   Members  of 
other  Rye  boards  attended  also  to  learn  of  changes,  and  legal  in- 
terpretations . 

In  November,  John  Grimes  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
N.H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.   He  reported  on  the 
increased  involvement  of  Arm.y  Engineers  in  coastal  applications. 
A  packet  v/as  brought  back  v/ith  information  on  easements  as  a  means 
of  land  preservation.

It  was  a  shock  to  all  of  us  that  John  Grimes  died  suddenly  early 
January  1984.   He  had  served  on  the  Rye  Conservation  Commission 
for  13  years,  and  v/as  chairman  for  2  years.   He  had  continued  as 
Conservation  member  during  the  year  when  he  v/as  asked  to  serve  as 
Selectman.   Donations  have  been  sent  to  the  Rye  Conservation  Fund 
in  John's  memory. 
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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Several  changes  in  the  membership  of  the  Planning  Board  occur- 
red during  1983.   Joan  Dav/ley  and  John  Grimes  were  replaced  by 
Joseph  Taylor  and  J. P.  Nadeau.   David  Wajda  and  William  Youschak 
were  appointed  to  be  Alternates.   Robert  Goss  was  re-appointed  as 
an  Alternate. 

The  Planning  Board  met  28  times  during  the  year,  holding  22 
public  hearings,  16  work  sessions  and  several  on-site  inspections. 
Five  subdivisions  were  approved,  creating  15  lots.   Six  boundary 
line  adjustments  were  approved.   One  proposed  15-lot  subdivision 
v^as  disapproved.   In  addition  to  the  above,  six  applications  to- 
totalling  18  proposed  lots  were  reviewed;  three  of  these  applica- 
tions were  subsequently  withdrawn,  and  three  are  currently  under 
consideration . 

The  Board  proposed  four  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
tv7o  to  the  Building  Code.   The  majority  of  the  Board  attended  the 
Municipal  Lav;  Lecture  Series  in  Exeter  v/hich  proved  helpful  in 
keeping  abreast  of  current  developments  in  Land  Use  Law. 

Planning  Board  members  continued  to  review  and  edit  the  pro- 
posed Master  Plan  prepared  by  the  Sounding  Board.   Recent  changes 
in  State  law  require  additional  material  to  be  included  in  the 
Master  Plan.   Citizen  input  is,  of  course,  welcome. 

The  Board  holds  its  monthly  m.eeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Rye  Courtroom.   Anyone  desiring  in- 
formation concerning  Subdivision  Regulations  or  preliminary  ad- 
vice on  a  potential  Subdivision  or  Boundary  Line  Adjustment  is 
urged  to  discuss  their  questions  v/ith  our  Planning  Consultant, 
Tom  Morgan.   Mr.  Morgan  is  available  every  Tuesday  betv7een  1:00 
p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall.

for  construction  on  that  part  of  the  sewer  lines  shall  be 
negotiated,  and  the  Town  shall  have  no  further  liability 
for  any  further  costs  on  that  part  of  the  proposed  sewer 
lines;  and  in  this  regard  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars 
is  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  Selectmen  to  obtain  facts 
and  literature  regarding  the  deluxe  low  flow  (2  quart  flush) 
low  noise  (3  decibels  quieter)  air  compressor  toilets  with 
2000  gallon  holding  tan)cs  for  human  wastes  only;  a  large-tan)c 
composting  toilet  of  the  "Clivus  Multrim"  or  other  recognized 
type,  necessary  treatment  of  "grey  water"  from  showers,  sin)cs 
or  washing  machines  to  be  put  into  existing  on-site  systems, 
repaired  as  needed  and  or  into  the  existing  sewer  line;  and 
to  send  such  information  to  the  present  polluters,  and  to 
demand  that  they  show  cause  why  they  cannot  install  one  of 
these  systems  or  any  other  E.P.A.  approved  system.   If  the 
answers  show  that  there  is  no  need  for  a  sewer  line,  then 
a  cease  and  desist  order  will  be  issued  to  those  polluters 
as  soon  as  further  work  on  the  sewer  line  is  halted.  The 
Selectmen  are  instructed  to  carry  out  this  provision. 

(2)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $10,000.00  for  the  purpose 
of  installing  and  monitoring  test  wells  around  the  Town's  landfill  site. 

(3)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000  for  soil  studies 
and  matters  related  thereto,  for  information  and  use  relative  to  sewerage  disposal 
concerns  and  alternatives. 

(4)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $10,956.00  in  order  to 
meet  the  Town's  contractual  obligation  under  Article  XX  of  its  contract  with 
the  Rye   Permanent  Firefighters  Association.
